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Fortunately you have your choice; to lock or not to lock.

When I think of Kawasaki, I 
generally think ‘of performance. 
Kawasaki has become associated with 
performance by no accident. Their 
styling and advertising reflect it, let 
alone horsepower. At the same time it’s 
easy to see many ways in which the 
designers have attempted to allow for 
the creature comforts and have 
actually managed to give the bike to an 
extent, and the rider even more, a split 
personality. 

It’s easy to say that the Kawasaki 
350 S2 Three is a performer. The bike is 
definitely the little brother of the 500 
and 750. Acceleration is thrilling, not 
necessarily because it is so fast, but 
because of the way it happens. The S2 
has a huge lump in its power band, 
which occurs between 6,500 RPM and 
some distance above red line. The front 
wheel - lifts abruptly in first gear, 
regardless of your weight placement. 

Unless you wind it in first, the gap to 
second will slow things down, but after 
second it’s square in the powerband 
with each change. (Neutral is very easy 
to find but unfortunately sometimes 
fourth isn’t.) RPMs rise and fall quickly 
as you proceed through the gears, and it 
takes much personal persuasion to stop 
accelerating at the end of third (about 
60 MPH). The engine vibrates a little, 
just enough to ket you know that things 
are happening below. You can quickly 
gather the attraction of John Law; 
much more quigkly than you might 
have intended. 

Take the 350 Three up to the 
canyons and quickly you’re having piles 
of fun and going blurry fast. The bike 
handles so well and has so much ground 
clearance, that frequently I found 
myself out on the ragged edge 
wondering, “What am I doing?” Every 
time I started to just brush the footpegs, 
the tires would be about gone, and I 
would generally be beyond my abilities 
for street riding. The handling of the 
bike quickly reminded me of an old 
Spanish two-stroke that I used to 
straighten curves with. 

That is, it reminded me until I 
reached a high speed comer at a brisk 
pace. Then it reminded me of many 
Kawasakis I’ve known. Slow oscillations 
began to set in. The $2 has such good 
basic handling characteristics that the 
wallows never became wobbles, but it 
always felt like they could. Up to 70 


MPH. the 350 drops into corners with 
great ease, holds a~good line: over 
bumps, and gives enough to let you 
change your mind. 

Part of the handling must be due to 
the suspension. The front forks worked, 
were maybe a little. stiffer than 
comfortable, and never leaked a bit. The 
rear shocks were just the ticket for 
either hard pushing or two up riding. 
With the springs at the softest setting 
the spinal column takes a fair to 
middlin” beating until the extra person 
climbs on, For two-up riding the 
suspension has to be the best I’ve ever 
encountered. Springing and dampening 
are perfect. 

Herein lies one ‘of the biggest 
emotional hang-ups with the $2, How 
come it’s either a GP roadracer or a two 
up touring bike? How can a bike do 
that? Everything seems to come off that 
way with the exception of the gas tank 
and the mileage accrued. The tank holds 
lots of juice for the way it looks (3.3 
gal.). But the gas mileage is abominable. 
With one person on board the $2 went 
79 miles before reserve (26 MPG), with 
two it went 70 miles (23 MPG). No 
doubt, more could be eaked out, but 
not many people will ride the Three 
that way. I kept checking mileage all 
through the time I had the S2 just 
because I couldn’t believe it. 1 know of 
many Kawasaki 500’s that get 35-40 
MPG. It wasn’t a mechanical problem 
either as the bike was from California 
Kawasaki in Santa Monica and was 
tuned perfectly. To add insult to injury 
the $2 will run on regular but pings at 
high RPMs. It purred on good premium. 

If you added some saddlebags full of 
gas it would make a nice 350 tourer. 
The gearing supplied on the bike 
reinforces its schizoid nature. First 
impression is that the bike is geared low, 
for acceleration, It’s true that it’s geared 
fairly low, but how convenient; at 70 
MPH it is hitting 6,500 RPMs. That 
means lots of power and 6,500 RPMs 
just happens to be a speed where the 
engine runs very smoothly. At 60 MPH 
it will give you some grief getting up 
hills with a passenger, but at 70 MPH it 
will accelerate up the same hill. If it was 
geared higher you could probably cruise 
at 80 but not 70. 

The seat caused me some 
apprehension when first looking at it. It 
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Helmet and seat lock.

looks narrow and short. It is narrow, 
allowing easy movement for hard 
cornering, but supports in the right 
places to make fanny fatigue an 
insignificant problem (stopping every 75 
miles helps too). Then I worried about 
passengers. The passenger pegs looked 
high and the seat short. Surprise; one 
young lady who gets to ride on the back 
of most of our test bikes found it to be 
one of the most comfortable seating 
positions she had tried on a sporting 
bike. No problems were encountered in 
sitting there for 70 miles or so. 

The disc brake and alloy sliders 
which are new to the S2 for ‘73 show 
that Kawasaki isn’t giving the S2 a back 
seat to its larger relatives. The S2 
needed the disc and it makes the 
difference between a fun bike and a 
scary bike. The disc is very powerful 
which is fortumate because the rear 
brake isn’t. The rear worked reasonably 
for one person, but with two the 
braking distribution was about 95 
percent front, five percent rear. It still 
stopped quickly. The only criticism of 
the disc is that it isn’t for the 
indiscriminate hand, It is progressive, 
but doesn’t have a lot of feel. The tire 
transmits most of the messages. 

Styling is generally a matter of 
personal preference, but the S2 received 
so much comment that it is worthy of 
mention. The 350 was frequently 
lauded as the neatest looking Japanese 
bike to come along. The lack of frills 
.met with general approval and the 
exhaust pipe-seat treatment brought lots 
of praise. Kawasaki has rounded off the 
lines of the bike and added accent 
stripes in a way that makes it look 
small, light and very agile. It’s amazingly 
clever compared to some things being 
produced now. 

The instrument “panel” met with 
either/or reactions. Some thought “it’s 
about time’, but I couldn’t help but get 
this feeling of influence by the great 
American behemoth of Detroit. It has a 
panel of lights which are average and 
functional, but they are placed so that 
they say “‘idiot light.” In any event it 


does seem to be a trend of the future. 

The handlebars make the bike look 
racy, but because of their placement 
and narrowness I can’t figure too much 
else they're good for. They are 
acceptable for touring, but do very little 
to enhance the cafe racer’s technique. 

The assortment of keys and locks 
really make you feel like you got 
something for your money. There are 
two keys and they fit the ignition switch 
fork lock, helmet lock, and gas cap, 
in an order of preference I have not yet 
determined. Fortunately the gas cap can 
be left unlocked, avoiding that hassle. 
The helmet lock is an especially neat idea 
because it locks the seat and the “glove 
box” in the tail section. 

The S2 is the kind of motorcycle I’d 
like to own. It’s performance oriented, 
but civilized. I take every possible 
opportunity to bike on off to the hills, 
and I’ve never enjoyed it as much as I 
did on the $2. One reason it pleased me 
is that it doesn’t make a lot of racket, as 
you scream through the canyons. The 
exhaust note is very low along with 
mechanical whirrs. It does have a fairly 
pronounced intake howl. I kind of like 
it, but if you don’t you won't like the 
bike. The moan isn’t obnoxious and 
generally elicits reactions like: “Martha, 
go see what’s wrong with Bessy,” or 
“Cayutes are sure out tonight, huh, 
Fred?” ‘“‘No mo’cycle’s gonna make a 
noise like that.” The only time the noise 
is bothersome is when it imitates a 
police siren. 

Obviously the S2 will require some 
maintenance. I had zero trouble with it, 
and it started first kick always, but 
three sets of points and three 
carburetors require some attention. It 
doesn’t take too much knowledge to 
mess with the carbs yourself, but the 
points best be left to someone who does 
it frequently. 

If you like the $2 you’ll have no 
trouble learning to love it. If you don’t 
go in for its sort of thing you can always 
mumble “damn ringy-ding” as it goes 
past.

MORE ON AN ENDURO 
CHAMPIONSHIP AND WHY IT’S 
HARD 

Ron Schneiders’ recent Gambit 
column on National Enduro Champion 
selection started my thought processes 
and I’d like to make a few comments. 
Many thought provoking ideas were 
brought out that merit consideration by 
the AMA. The locations of the National 
Enduros really do, as Ron says, prevent 
the serious California enduro riders 
from competing successfully. I often 
wonder what kind of people have been 
given the responsibility of decision 
making when they are made without 
any common sense. Ron also brought 
out that there has been a recent upsurge 
in the number and quality of Western 
enduros, and on this point I would like 
to offer evidence to the contrary. The 
District 36 Calendar lists only nine 
enduros in the Northern and Central 
California area for the entire year of 
1972. I am. personally aware of some 
eight other enduros that were never 
listed even though they were AMA 
sanctioned. Some of them were never 
listed in the CN calendar either. With 
that sort of publicity effort on the part 
of the organizaing clubs one might 
suspect that enduro interest is on the 
decline. I rode the Spring Fever Enduro 
last June and in spite of two inquiries 
since then I’m still waiting for the list of 
finishers. The frequency of enduro 
bottlenecks, poor course markings, and 
checkpoints with inaccurate 
timekeeping makes me really wonder if 
we're capable of setting up an enduro 
worthy of National status, Regarding 
the quantity of enduros, in the months 
of June through September, no District 
36 enduros. October hit a high with 
two, and November, with two listed, 
came up one short when the Slo-Pokes 
decided not to have their run this year. 
One November enduro not shown on 
the Calendar was cancelled four days 
before it was to take place because of 
inclement weather. I always thought 
that was one thing that made enduros a 
challenge. Another club decided to run 
a H&H instead of an enduro this year. 
Now I find that the District 36 Calendar 
is barren of enduros for the months of 
December 1972 through February 
1973. Quantity, eh? We need local 
change as well as national change. 

A good part of the problem could 
very well be due to our friends in State 
and National government harassing and

limiting clubs to an extremely small 
number of enduros. The form of 
competitive riding I like most is being 
cut off, and my green off-road stickie 
hasn’t bought me a place to cowtrail. 
Most of the areas I used to ride are now 
posted no trespassing, and those that 
aren’t yet posted make feel like getting 
in there and riding like made before 
they’re closed too. Thus, the Parks and 
Recreation Department and the BLM 
aren’s just restricting my competitive 
riding, but one of them is sitting on my 
off-road fee and the other is using its 
recently discovered land management 
power with all the grace of a gorilla. 
Those bozos might consider spending 
the portion of off-road fees allotted to 
land acquisition with the same abandon 
that they spend the portion to 
administer the “program”, I’m not one 
to rebel, but as a paying member of the 
users of the public domain I expect the 
same concern as all those non-paying 
backpackers, horsemen, and 
birdwatchers.

LETTERS FROM IOWA 


Got a surprise for you; this is written 
on paper rather than dried-up 
cornhusks. (Partly because it’s been a 
wet harvest season and over half the 
corn crop is still in the fields — bad 


scene, that). Honest, there are 
motorcycles up here — lots of them. 
What with me being an expatriate 


Florida sand-slinger, these guys around 
here can ride circles around me in the 
Iowa mud. Our black soil is 
world-reknowned when it comes to its 


_corn-growing abilities; but when it turns 


to mud in the fall and spring, it has to 
be experienced to be believed — how 
anything could be so sticky and so 
slippery all at once. 

We just wrapped up the District 22 
AMA meeting in Des Moines Novy, 19 at 
the Holiday Inn South. The schedule’s a 
good one; 102 events packed into a 
season that runs February to November. 
In all, there’s 54 motocross, 15 amateur 
hillclimbs, 6 Class “C” hillclimbs, 10 
Hare Scrambles, 9 enduros, 5 Trials, a 
short track and an ice race. 

My home club, the Burlington Valley 
Dusters (B.V.D.’s for short) kicks off 
our season with the traditional 2-Hour 
Marathon Hare Scrambles the first week 
in February. Basically, it’s sort of an ice 
race — no chains, no studs, 2 hours on a 
2 mile circuit through fields, deep 
woods, ravines, half-frozen creeks, the 
whole bag. The ground, when not snow 
covered, is frozen solid. It often gets 
down to 20 below around that time of 
year. You fall down about 3 times a lap; 
and you work so hard picking the bike 
back up you don’t notice the cold until 
it’s over and you find you’re catching 
triple pneumonia. Being full of 
anti-freeze helps. It’s a gas. I ran it last 
year on my Sherpa T and it almost 
killed me. Hardy stock, these Iowans. 

With a little urging from Westerville, 
District 22 took the first steps toward 


building a grassroots district 
organization. After the regular 
sanctioning meet broke up, 


representatives from 7 clubs met to lay 
the groundwork for a district-wide 
organizing meeting. Tentatively, that’s 
scheduled for Jan. 14 in Des Moines. 


On the legislative scene, the helmet 
law is still a very open question in Iowa, 
with the governor and Safety 
Commissioner Mike Sellers gearing up to 
try to stuff it down our throats again. 
There’s a public meeting scheduled for 
Dec. 7 in Des Moines which Mr. Sellers 
has promised to attend. Hopefully, it’s 
the beginning of a two-way. dialogue 
between Iowa motorcyclists and their 
state government. At this point, a lot 
depends on the attitude of Mr. Sellers. 
We'll know when we get there. 

I’m sending something else along as 
well. It’s the addresses of all the AMA 
clubs who attended the 1972 district 
meeting, and who will be sanctioning 
1973 events. If you’d run the list in, say 
CYCLE NEWS West and Central, it 
would help alot of guys maybe find a 
club to work and ride with. As I get 
deeper into this district organization 
thing, I should be able to come up with 
meeting nights and news of each club’s 
outstanding activities.

IRVINE, CAL., Dec.-3, 1972 — Today’s 
Trans-AMA at Saddleback Park is the 
end of series marked with one name: 
Ake Jonsson. One might reasonably 
expect a man who has already clinched 
the title to let off a little. Such is not 
the case with Ake Jonsson. Saddleback 
was more completely dominated by 
Jonsson than any Trans-AMA this year. 
Not only did Ake win all three motos, 
he was only headed once and for one 
lap, by Joel Robert; the six times World 
Champion, ` 

There was no one in the world 
today who could have bested Ake. 
In each moto Jonsson was in the lead 
from the beginning and showed how

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Rich Eiestedt took second with strong, consistent rides. 


things were tobe by streaking down 
“Banzai Hill” in a way that no one 
could touch. Jonsson actually manages 
to clear a series of bumps midway down 
the hill in the air. He looks fluid while 
the rest bounce their way down. 
Behind Ake, the European racing 
game carries on with occasional 
intrusions by an American rider. The 
first moto finds Jim Pomeroy traveling 
in fourth after the start, with Joel 
~Robert, Bengt Aberg and Miroslav 
Halm. They bound along about 
ten seconds behind Hans Maisch who 
is about the same distance behind 
Jonsson. Back behind Halm, but unable 
to make any time is Gary Jones out 
on the Yamaha 500, 
Pomeroy looks great on his Bultaco 
for the first fifteen minutes, but then 
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seems to tire slightly. He and Joel 
Robert have a little drag race down 
“Banzai Hill” and that seems to 
dampen Jim’s spirit as he begins to fall 
back, eventually behind Halm, 

At Halfway point, Marty Tripes is 
getting the feel of his CZ, back in 
twelfth, with Brad Lackey recovering 
from a fall and keeping Marty in sight. 
By race end both Tripes and Lackey, 
accompanied by Pierre Karsmaker 
(Kaw), will get by Gary Jones who 
seems to be taking a beating from his 
Yamaha. But by the end, DeCoster will 
also come by settling into seventh, a 
finish that will hold down his overall 
position. Tripes follows Karsmakers on 
the Kawasaki all the way down to ninth 
before time runs out, and Lackey 
doesn’t quite get Jones, leaving himself 
in twelfth. Up at the top of the list, 
Jonsson is of course first, with Maisch 
following by twenty seconds. 

The other Europeans string out in 
even increments with Robert, third; 
Aberg, fourth; Halm, fifth, and Andy 
Roberton, sixth. 

Down at the starting gate for the 
second moto Ake Jonsson is, as usual, 
first man to appear, staking out his 
position on the starting line. Down the 
line some ways is Marty Tripes, looking 
more serious than usual and a little out 
of place in his white $3.98 sweatshirt 
with ““Tripes” and “14” scrawled on the 
back in Magic Marker. Marty doesn’t 
seem to mind the rough line, always 
getting up on the less favored, inside, 
end of the start line. 

The rough line following only 
Jonsson, Robert and Roberton. He was 
fourth and not a distant one at that. For 
five laps he dogs Roberton. Up front, 
Robert seems to have momentarily 
forgotten the girls in the pits and is after 
Jonsson. It is incredible how cool 
Jonsson is. Robert moved beside him 
and Jonsson hardly seems to notice that 
he is there. Robert does get past for the 
better part of lap, but suddenly Jonsson 
seems to come to his senses, comes bak 
by and Joel fades. 

Roger DeCoster has moved up on the 
Roberton-Tripes duo and Marty 
responds by putting Roberton between 
himself and DeCoster. Unfortunately, it 
doesn’t last and both the Europeans 
move by. DeCoster is really moving 
now. He takes advantage of Robert’s 
relaxation and snaps up second. Joel 
and Marty fall back through the ranks 
together eventually finding an opening 
at seventh and eighth. There they settle 
into their own little duel, with Tripes 
coming out best in the end. The rest of 
the American contingent stick together 
with Lackey, ninth; Pomeroy, tenth and 
Jones, eleventh. 

The third moto sees the usual 
Jonsson flash, but Bengt Aberg is not 
far behind and really pushing his Husky. 
“Class C” dirt track slides are the 
feature of this show. There is no doubt 
that he is going fast but, count the 
seconds. He’s still not going as fast as 


Jonsson and the lead widens. Gary 
Jones is standing up for the Americans 
in fifth place and riding very well. 

As seems so often the case for the 
Americans, though, he begins to fade by 
the: ten minute mark. Christer 
Hammargren, on another Yamaha, is 
getting things together and adopts fifth 
position. Soon, he is after Miroslav 
Halm and eventually Halm does fade 
out of his coveted fifth position, 
apparently with some mechanical 
difficulty. 

Tripes and Lackey are playing tag 
through the pack, and Lackey seems 
almost interested for a time, but then 
lets Marty go on his way. Marty does 
keep going, all the way past 
Hammargren and into sixth. There’s a 
lot of mumbling about Tripes getting 
Roberton, but the thirty minutes come 
to an end. Again, the rest of the 
Americans are suffering from 
togetherness. Back in eighth, ninth, 
tenth and twelfth are Lackey, Pomeroy, 
Jones, and Mike Runyard. Robert came 
out for a while in the last moto but 
must have found something more 
interesting out on the back straight, as 
he disappeared. 

So, Ake Jonsson won’t win any more 
Trans-AMAs, this year. His finish today 
was, if anything, more convincing than 
any so far. Bengt Aberg was second 
overall with a fourth, a third and a 
second, Not really too close. The race 


wasn’t between Ake Jonsson and 
anyone else. 

The other noteable was of 
course, Marty Tripes. He was sixth 


overall with a ninth, a seventh and a 
sixth. As the series progressed, more and 
more Americans seemed to get better 
and better. Tripes showed that there are 
three Americans who can approach the 
bottom half of the single digit numbers 
in International motocross. Not too 
many of us would have imagined 
anything like that was really possible a 
few months ago. 
250 SUPPORT 

Both motos of the support class 
belonged to Rex Staten at the 
checkered: He showed 
come-from-behind flashes of speed 
which made him undisputed winner. He 
didn’t lead whole races, but he sure lead 
at the end. 


Peter Lamppu was the sometime 
leader in the first moto on the 
Kawasaki.

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RACE PREPARATION 


by Dave Schoonmaker 

In life’s racing ventures many are the excuses for lack luster or non-existent 
finishes. It’s almost inconceivable the things that happen to bikes, even to the 
professionals, For instance, a few weeks ago I watched a European motocrosser lose a 
shock absorber off his factory prototype. 

There’s seldom an excuse for a mechanical failure, and while they will happen, 
there’s lots that can be done to prevent DNFs. This is the first installment in a series 
of articles on preparing a bike for racing. 

Keeping the Nuts and Bolts On 

There are four basic ways of keeping nuts and bolts in place. Fancy: drill a hole in 
the bolt with 5/64” drill and safety wire to it. Messy: Cover the object in question 
with one of many varieties of glue or cement. Heavy: Use a lock washer of some 
variety (Is usually, but not always, heavy.). Unfortunate: STRIPPED — this works 
but has some obvious disadvantages. 

Fancy 

A neatly safety wired motorcycle is an exceedingly pleasing sight. How you safety 
wire can make the difference between a bike that looks like a factory prototype and 
a bike that is wired together. The first thing to do is go to your local hardware store 
and get about four expensive (good) 5/64 inch drill bits. If you get cheap ones you'll 
get nowhere (You'll have enough trouble with good ones). Next proceed to your 
nearest airport to get some safety wife. You can try it with baling wire, but if it 
doesn’t break while being installed, it will break under use. A pound of 10-gauge 
safety wire will cost you about four dollars. Actually it’s not nearly as expensive as 
the drill bits, because it lasts quite awhile. 

If you couldn’t classify your fingers as adroit (You've been doing your own 
wrenching for some time.), you might Want to purchase a safety wire applier. These 
are neat little devices that make the twists in safety wire look great. 

Next, welcome to frustration city. Get together a big bunch of bolts you want to 
safety wire (see below) and place them next to a nice vise. How hard they will be to 
drill varies from manufacturer to manufacturer, but you'll generally be more 
successful on Japanese bikes. If someone has replaced your nuts and bolts with neat 
titanium or other light, hard, replacement items, you might as well put them back on 
the bike. You can’t drill a hole in them. No way! I once tried to drill a self-tapping 
drain plug. After many vain attempts I took it to my local machine shop and let 
them have at it with their super cadmium, etc., etc., drill. They handed it back two 
hours later, slightly scratched, but no hole. If you've got something like this try 
alternatives two or three. 

Put the little sucker in the vise with as much extending out of the jaws as possible. 
Drill from one flat to the next one laterally; drilling all the way through is a waste of 
time and money.

Take it easy. Don’t push too hard cause you'll just overheat the bit and melt or break 
it. Apply some cutting oil now and then, to keep things cool and rotating. A variable 
speed drill will make your task twice as easy. 

Now that you have holes in all the nuts and bolts you wanted, it’s time to apply 
the wire. While it may seem rather obvious, there is a right and wrong way to safety 
wire. The wire firstly has to extend to a permanent (does not move) object that is 
reasonably close and of a size reasonable to tie wire around. Secondly, wire must be 
wrapped around the nut or bolt in a manner that keeps it from loosening. As below: 
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The First of Many 


When you wind the wire either use a safety wire tool or, if you wind by hand, don’t 
wind one strand around the other, wind them together. 

Now that you know how to safety_wire, what should you safety wire? Things 
which are generally neat to safety wire are bolts and nuts which aren’t frequently 
removed (safety wiring is time consuming). Then there are some items where the 
other methods are not decent substitutes. First and foremost is the drain plug. Hot 
oil melts goo, lock washers leak, and stripping is a drag (believe me). Safety wire it. I 
wouldn’t ever trust goo or washers on my swingarm pivot either. 

Other things which are fun to safety wire and look nice too, are motor mount 
bolts, shock mount bolts, brake arm bolts, exhaust flange springs, bolts, or whatever 
holds the pipe to the head, and whatever strikes you as deserving. 

Messy 

Lots of things which tend to fall off can’t be safety wired easily, or are removed 
or adjusted so often that wire is prohibitive. One method which is available to you at 
very little cost or effort is the famed “‘gorilla snot.’ Usually “gorilla snot” is either 
3M-Weatherstrip or GE-Silicone Seal, depending upon who you talk to. 3M, while 
much messier than Silicone Seal, is superior for holding on nuts and bolts. However, 
it won’t seal well and suffers from gas and oil. Always try to get it on the threads. If 
it’s a nut, try to get it on the outer threads after tightening the nut. If it’s abolt, put 
goo on the threads of the bolt and tighten it. . 

The way I apply “gorilla snot” is to smear a bunch on my finger and slap it all 
over anything that is at hand. This doesn’t always bring the fanciest results, but 
things stay on. Things being; axles, shift lever pinch bolts, counter shaft sprocket 
nuts, lower clutch adjusters, handlebar bolts, throttle slide caps, fender bolts, heat 
shield screws, etc., ad infinitum. Goo is fun and it makes your bike look like you 
left it under a telephone wire in Capistrano at the wrong time of year. 

Other alternatives that fall in the realm of goo, are the various substances 
commonly termed lock-tight. Most of these chemicals are some form of light epoxy 
and are exceedingly reliable. The only hassles come in using them, All pieces in 
question must be clean (generally requiring a cleaning chemical) and the stuff ends 
up being pretty expensive. The initial cost is fairly high, but a little goes a long way. 
Only trouble is every time I buy some I use it once and either lose it or step on it. It 
gets expensive. 

Most are not affected by heat, gas, oil, chisels, or atom bombs. It’s great for nuts 
on crankshaft ends, clutches, like that. Certain forms are also indispensable in setting 
caged bearings. It’ll work anywhere and convincingly. 

Heavy (huh?) 

The standard way to keep nuts and bolts on is to use lock washers. Lock washers 
will work but seldom as well as wire or goo. I still use them in many places, out of 
guilt I guess. Don’t confuse lock washers with shims or flat washers. Shims can’t be 
replaced by artificial means and flat washers generally protect paint or aluminum and 
should be left. 

One of my favorite affixers, but unfortunately also an expensive one, is the nylon 
lock nut. The nylon lock nut is a normal nut with a nylon ring which keeps a solid 
grip on the bolt or studs threads. There are all kinds of other lock nuts but none 
seem to be as functional or long lasting as the nylon variety. 

Other nuts which might trick you into thinking that they’re lock nuts are castle 
nuts (which fit with a cotter pin) and cap nuts (which are just what they say). 
Unfortunate 

Stripping holds a nut or bolt on once at the most. After that it’s ‘replace it” time. 
A great way to avoid stripping nuts and bolts (and spark plugs) is to never start them 
on the threads with any tool that has leverage. You'll never strip anything with your 
fingers. 

Now you have some ways to keep the functional pieces attached to your 
scooter. Pick the ones you like best in whatever proportion of technical excellence 
and expediency you like. 

In the next article of this series you cam read about tuning your engine for 
yourself and the occasion, Like the Senior Prom. 3

MOORPARK, CAL., Dec. 3, 1972 — 
The Western States Motocross 
promoters have this thing about change. 
In the past, little weekly course changes 
were the rule, but today they threw the 
whole track out the window and started 
anew. For the slew of “old-timers” and 
newcomers that descended upon the 
park, the latest Muntz course proved to 
be a great equalizer. 

The 100 Juniors were amongst the 
first to begin -finding the fast lines 
around, and Casey Wasem (Yamaha of 
Thousand Oaks), seemed to find them 
first.

LOS ANGELES, CAL., Nov. 29, 1972 
— Imagine if you will, riding a bike for 
eight hours a day as a profession. Find 
yourself weary after a three hour 
Sunday afternoon ride? Now that 
you’ve thought of being in the saddle 
for eight hours, stretch it to five days a 
week, now fifty weeks a year, for at 
least fourteen years. You know how far 
you might ride in that time? Try close 
to a million miles. The National Safety 
Council thinks that 25,000 hours is 
about 1,000,000 miles, and that takes 
12 years for a motorcycle police officer. 
Captain Holbert Bums and Sergeant 
Paul Hardy determined that 14 years 
would be safer considering stop times 
for arrests and such. 

Earlier this year Paul Hardy went 
through the Motor Patrol files and 
found that 39 of the present force of 
$40 have ridden at least fourteen years 


without any accidents that were 
avoidable, Now that you’ve ridden 
1,000,000 miles imagine doing it 


without laying it down in an oil spot. 
Amazing! 

Various officials with the 
encouragement of Hardy decided that 
this feat was definitely worthy of 
mention. Contacts were made with the 
National Safety Council, and, while the 
Council agreed about eligibility, the 
costs were prohibitive. Officer Hardy 
continued research in the LA area and 
managed to arrange a program through 
the cooperation of the Southern 
California Auto Club, Farmer Insurance, 
local N.S.C. and various other 
supporting institutions and individuals. 

This Wednesday, November 29, the 
39 officers were presented framed 
certificates by Joe Kaplan of ACSC 
declaring their accomplishment, at a 
luncheon at the main offices of the 
Southern California Auto Club. Two of 
the officers have been riding for 23 
years. “Pinky” Meredith and James 
Yeager are well on their way to their 
second million safe miles. “Pinky” 
attributed much of his safety to the 
standard defensive-riding method. 

It’s interesting to hear how these 
guys feel about cars after so many years

ORV PROGRAM STATUS 


I purchased and received the very first ‘green sticker’ under California’s new Off 
Highway Act. That doesn’t necessarily mean that I have more right to complain than 
anyone else, but it does give me the right to gripe if I don’t like the way things are 
going. , 

As most of you are well aware, I have worked closely with the various state 
agencies involved in the new program: primarily the Department of Motor Vehicles 
and the Department of Parks and Recreation. Although I thought that I was well 
aware and satisfied with their progress, it occurred that it might be well to back-off 
and take a new look at the total situation. 


MAJOR COMPLAINT 

Communications from our members have indicated that the biggest complaint is 
not that of having to register their off-highway vehicles, but one of still not having 
any new or additional places to ride after such registration. This not only appears to 
be the universal complaint of those who have registered their off-road vehicles, but 
appears to be the major reason for non-compliance by those who have not registered 
their ORV’s. I, too, share this opinion as evidenced by my remark to DMV Director 
Robert Cozens after he had affixed the first decal to my bike during a ceremony on 
the Capitol steps, “Does this means that I can now ride on the Capitol lawn?” 


COURSE OF ACTION- 

Having set my course, my first action was to investigate the Off Highway Vehicle 
Section of the Department of Motor Vehicles. I was aware that they were collecting 
the fees and issuing titles for ORV’s, but I was concerned with the participation in 


the program, the fees collected, and the true administrative costs as opposed to the - 


$5 fee levied by the Off Highway Vehicle Act. 
I was impressed to find an accurate account of all fees received. As of October 31, 


certain that numerous others will follow, once they learn of the program and receive 
requests from local residents. 

This then focuses the attention upon the extent-of progress that State Parks and 
Recreation is making with the regional-type facilities. In examination of their efforts, 
it soon becomes apparent that even though there are no new or additional areas at 
this time, there definitely has been considerable progress made. Before examining 
this progress, let me make one point quite clear. Unlike the DMV, State Parks and 
Recreation did not receive advance funds with which they could initiate their phase 
of the program, By law, they could not legally perform any undertaking on behalf of 
the Off Highway Vehicle Program before July 1, 1972. Furthermore, State Parks and 
Recreation could not expend Off Highway Vehicle Funds before they were received. 
Therefore, no funds were available until after the program became effective on July 
Ist. 

It is most definitely a ‘chicken and egg’ situation. It would have been great if a 
few riding areas could have been developed in advance and made available for use 
upon payment of the ORV Registration fee. As it is, the program can’t get underway 
before the funds are made available. And ORV enthusiasts are reluctant to pay the 
fees without seeing some results in return. These are the results to date: 

1. An Off Highway Vehicle Section has been established and a basic staff has been 
selected. 

2. Four public hearings have been conducted in San Diego, Anaheim, Pasadena, and 
Oakland for the purpose of learning what types of facilities and controls are desired 
by ORV enthusiasts. 

3. Questionnaires have been issued to 5,000 ORV registrants for the purpose of 
further defining riding preferences. 

4. A recreational vehicle site has been established at Pismo Beach, however, this was 
accomplished with General Funds rather than the Off Highway Vehicle Fund, 

5. Although Anza Borrego is a State Park and ORV’s would normally be prohibited, 
nearly 600 miles of access trails are available in the washes. Plans are under way to

The DMV, on the presumption that the program would receive better acceptance 
than it has, had stocked heavily on registration forms, explanatory brochures, and 
even an amount of 750,000 ‘green stickies’. Fortunately, the new Off Highway 
Vehicle Section had not been overstaffed, it being their intent to establish an 
efficient, well-trained core staff and then add personnel as required. Even so, it 
appears that at least to-date the DMV is spending about $10 for each $5 fee it 
collects. The $10 expense will be reduced as more vehicles are registered. The 
legislation provides that if the actual expense ever drops below $5, the DMV program 
administration fee will be reduced and the difference will be added to the monies in 
the Off Highway Vehicle Fund. 

In summary, it was my finding that the DMV was carrying out its responsibility in 
excellent fashion. Granted, some persons are still encountering difficulty in 
registering their off-road vehicles at local DMV Offices because some of the DMV 
personnel are not yet fully trained. You can help yourself and others to follow, by 
reporting such problems to Mr, John Lind, Manager Off Highway Vehicles Section, 
DMV, P.O. Box 1192, Sacramento, California, Area Code 916, Telephone 445-4874. 
Be certain to include location of the DMV Office, date, circumstances, and names of 
DMV personnel involved. Rest assured that if DMV personnel are in error, John Lind 
will get the matter straightened out. 


LOCAL SCENE 

The next area of attention was at the city and county levels of government. 
Fortunately, a few cities and counties are getting with the program and either have, 
or are developing, plans and layouts for mechanical parks and mini-bike parks at local 
levels. State Parks and Recreation has mailed several notices to all City and County 
Parks and Recreation departments throughout the state, but most of them have not 
been to responsive. In checking, we find that their lack of response is mostly 
attributable to the fact that none of the ORV enthusiasts have approached them for 
such facilities. And, in their way of thinking, the lack of a specific request is the same 
as a lack of need. 

The City of Sacramento is currently considering an ordinance which would 
prohibit the use of any vehicle in an off-street capacity. When appearing before the 
City Council last week, I was amazed to learn that none of our city councilmen were 
aware that funds are available for mini-bike and mechanical parks. Not only were we 
able to obtain reconsideration of the ordinance, but we also obtained a commitment 
that the City Parks and Recreation Department would pursue this matter with the 
intent of establishing such areas within the city. 

Needless to say, I was embarrassed. Even though I have been actively engaged for 
several years in this same respect with the Sacramento County Parks and Recreation 
Department, plus other cities and counties, I had neglected to ‘get the word’ to the 
City of Sacramento. And this is the case in all of the other cities and counties which 
are not actively engaged in such programs. 

I would suggest that each of you telephone your local City and County Parks and 
Recreation Departments and determine if they are involved. If not, then you had 
better become involved! 


BENEFICIAL LEGISLATION 

Three very important Bills were passed out of their final committees this past 
week, Senate Bill 1450 (Bradley) was approved by Assembly Ways and Means and 
now goes to the Assembly Floor for voting. If approved by the Assembly, it-will be 
forwarded to the Governor for signature. SB 1450 will make more public and private 
lands available for our use, as it removes public agencies and private landowners from 
all but basic liability when they allow their property to be used free of charge. 

Two identical Bills, AB 151 (Chappie) and SB 125 (Gregorio) were passed out of 
their final committee and now go to the floor for approval and then to the Governor 
for signature. These Bills provide that a share of the taxes paid for gasoline, 
proportionate to the number and usage by ORV’s, will be automatically transferred 
to the Off Highway Vehicle Fund. This is estimated to amount to somewhere 
between four and six million dollars, annually. 

We are very confident that these laws will be approved. It should be noted that if 
approved, and if the amount is $6 million per year, this transfer will generate the 
same amount of funds as 800,000 ORV’s registered under the Off Highway Vehicle 
Fund at $15 every two years. 

That should give you something to think about. If 800,000 ORV’s were 
registered, each person who contributed $15 would receive $21 worth of areas and 
trails in return. And that’s over and above the $5 that the DMV gets for program 
administration and the $4 which is returned to the cities and counties as a personal 
property in-lieu tax, which can also be used for ORV facilities. 


MONEY’S NO GOOD! . 

But no matter how much money is obtained for the Off Highway Vehicle Fund, it 
is no good to us unless it is spent in our behalf. Not only spent, but spent wisely. 

The agency responsible for the expenditure of these funds is the California 
Department of Parks and. Recreation. This department is also responsible for the 
allocation, or grant, of 50% of the Off Highway Vehicle Fund to cities and counties. 
The remaining 50% of the fund is to be used by State Parks and Recreation for the 
establishment and development of Recreational Vehicle areas on a ‘regional’ basis 
and statewide trail networks for ORV’s. 

It was mentioned previously, that a few cities and counties are already developing 
plans for mechanical parks to be financed from the grant program. We feel quite 





designate additional camping sites at Anza Borrego thus providing additional ingress 
and egress trails to such facilities. 

6. State Parks and Recreation, recognizing the immediate need for additional riding 
areas, spent several months negotiating with the federal government for 20,000 acres 
of land situated near Camp Irwin without cost. The arrangements were nearly 
completed, when it was discovered that the land in question contained a great deal of 
unexploded ordinance from World War II days, when the site was used as a gunnery 
range. Upon investigation, it was discovered that it would cost in the neighborhood 
of $150,000 to clear 3,000 acres to a maximum depth of two feet. Upon learning of 
this situation, the State Attorney General’s Office turned thumbs-down on the 
transaction. And rightfully so! 

7. State Parks and Recreation is currently surveying several additional sites where 
land can be made available at very little cost. The location of two of these Southern 
California sites has been made known to me, but it is in our best interest to not 
divulge their location until the transaction has been completed and the land acquired. 


GOOD, BUT NOT GOOD ENOUGH 

After thoroughly studying the situation, | am convinced that State Parks and 
Recreation is working in our best interests. However, I am firmly convinced that the 
Off Highway Vehicle Act would find much better acceptance with the ORV 
enthusiasts if even two or three new and additional sites were made immediately 
available. Then we could point to these sites and see visual proof that we are truly 
getting something for our money. Even if these sites were opened on 
presently-owned state lands on an interim basis until permanent sites bécome 
available. 

Although we have repeatedly informed State Parks and Recreation of this 
position, I don’t believe that they fully recognize the importance or the urgency of 
making such sites available. In my opinion, this matter should be given top priority. 
LETTERS NEEDED 

I am certain that we can help make this program move faster if each of us will 
write a short letter to Director Mott asking him to do everything possible to make 
some areas available immediately.

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In Defense of Freedom 


Political Clout and Proper Strategy

(Part 1) 

Is it possible for motorcycling to 
reach an accord with extreme 
environmentalists based on reason and 
compromise? Or will the. final balance 
be nothing more than a balance of 
power? A slippery equilibrium based on 
the political clout each side can muster 
in support of its position? 

Proper strategy hinges on the answers 
to these questions, for if compromise is 
possible it may be advantageous and 
should certainly be considered, but if 
the aggressor is in a berserk rage, the 
only choice is to stand and fight. 

Government officials, as I have 
argued contrary to popular opinion, are 
normally ready — sometimes even eager 
— to compromise on anything and 
everything except, understandably, the 
continued existence of their own jobs, 





but the eco-freak, sad to say, is so 
hounded by his inner fears and 
insecurities that no offer short of 


unconditional surrender will quell his 
appetitie for social dominance. 
Fortunately, there aren’t all that 
many eco-freaks in the world. 
Somebody who is personally, directly 
annoyed by motorcycles is no eco-freak, 
even though he may chatter on about 
erosion and dust and noise and 
tire-tracks. All he’s asking is to be left 
alone, and I have little sympathy for 


motorcyclists -who intrude upon his 
privacy. 
Professional scientists concerned 


with nature — biologists and so on — are 
rarely eco-freaks. Indeed, they are often 
appalled by the supreme ignorance and 
pig-headedness of the eco-freak and 
advise him to learn a lot more about 
ecology before he starts giving 
everybody gratuitous advice. 

Most, if not all, politicians can’t 
afford the luxury of being fanatical 
about anything, and tend to see the 
extreme environmentalist as the nucleus 


of a constituency which they, the 
politicos, can exploit for their own 
ends. 


Eco-freaks tend to congregate in 
certain organizations, just like anybody 
else, but mere membership in Friends of 
the Earth is no proof of fanticism. In 
fact, one of the main objectives of any 
of these “True Believers” is to attract 
adherents, and these supporters, by the 
nature of things, will be less committed 
than their leaders. The whole formal 
and informal structure of organization 
tapers off-in intensity from the center, 
as a mountain slopes down from its 
peak. 

The identifying hallmark of an 
eco-freak is that he is a “True Believer,” 
and, with such people, no reasonable 
compromise iş possible. He sees 
himself as a member of a tiny band of 
heroes fighting valiantly against 
overwhelming odds in a sacred battle to 
save the world and all mankind 
from...itself. 

His speech is full 
““crisis’”,. “‘danger’’, 
“unprecendented threat”. Yes, even 
“End of the World”. His attitude is 
moralistic and threatening. “Do as I say 
unto you”’, he commands, “‘or suffer the 
pangs of eternal death!” Hisstyle is in 
many ways like that of the prophets of 
old must have been. The eco-freak can 
trace his spiritual ancestry to primitive 
times in which most men, cowering and 


of terms like 
“*disaster’, 


huddling in their huts and caves, 
believed that their physical 
surroundings, their environment, 


constituted a sacred entity which they 
dared not touch or comprehend. The 
modern eco-freak is an atavism among 
men. 

Off the coast of Australia the water 
temperature rose a fraction of a degree 
because some factory- was dumping 
waste heat into it. This slight change 
affected the balance between the 
bio-mass of coral and the bio-mass of 
starfish. Starfish grew in numbers and, 
since they feed on coral, the coral 
shrank. Extreme environmentalists 
turned this into a holy crusade to 
what else? — “Save the coral”. 

What would they have done if the 
factory had extracted heat from the 
water, lowering its temperature a bit 
and, presumably, causing more coral 
and fewer starfish? I’ll bet a nickel the 
cry would have gone up to “Save the 
starfish”. s 

But if this is so, as I think it is, the 
eco-freak is claiming that the balance 





between starfish and coral is sacred, and 
that man can only profane it by 
touching it in any way. Somehow ‘the 
eco-freak manages to ignore the fact 
that the balance between these two 
species is continually changing. That, in 
fact, the earth existed long before there 
were either starfish or coral, and that it 
will continue long after both life-forms 
are extinct. This is no rational and 
prudent analy of man in his 
environment. This is an apotheosis of 
nature contrary to the perceived 
interests of man. 

A recent book by William Leiss, The 
Domination of Nature, illuminates the 
deep philosophical, ideological and 
psychological roots on which extreme 
environmentalism draws. Though he 
specifically recognizes that man’s 
“attempts to dominate the surrounding 
environment in the sense that he regards 
it from the point of view of its 
usefulness for his existence” are activies 
which constitue an “‘obviously necessary 
process ånd one which man shares with 
all the more highly developed forms of 
organic life”, Leiss does not join with 
Francis Bacon in concluding that 
anything so important should be done 
as effectively and efficiently as possible. 

Instead, he explicitly rejects Bacon, 
and thereby the entire modern era, and 
concludes that, “The present secular 
context requires a very different 
interpretation, namely, one in which 
mastery of nature is understood as an 
advanced stage in human consciousness 
wherein intelligence is able to regulate 
its relationship to nature (internal and 
external) is such a way as to minimize 
the self-destructive aspects of human 
desires,” 

Translated into English, (Leiss is a 
great admirer of Herbert Marcuse and 
writes in much the same style.) that 
means that people should spend less 
effort trying to shape nature to fit their 
desires and should spend more effort 
trying to make their desires fit their 
surroundings. Man should not try so 
hard to control his destiny; rather, he 
should resign himself to accepting his 
fate. 

In terms of the brief historical sketch 
of man’s attitudes towards nature given 
in the last column, this is a giant leap 
backwards towards primitivism..with all 
its connotations of fatalism, passivity, 
and a sacerdotal attitude towards 
nature. ; 

Since there are so many people 
around these days, like motorcyclists, 
who want to enjoy and master théir 
environment, not surrender and 
succumb to it, how is Leiss’ plan to be 
put in effect? ‘The secular foundations 
of the mastery of nature in this new 
sense”, he explains, “would be a set of 
social institutions in which 
responsibility and authority are 
distributed widely among the citizenry 

















and in which all individuals are 
encouraged to develop their critical 
faculties.” 


Translated from Marcusian into more 
vulgar speech, this means that should 
Leiss and his gang ever gain power and 
secure it with broad-based support, they 
would use it with vigor to control the 
thoughts, beliefs and values of everyone 
upon whom they could lay their hands. 

A motorcyclist whose “critical 
faculties” were so dull that he could not 
see that leaving tire tracks in a sandwash 
was ‘‘destructive...irrational behavior” 
would have his faculties sharpened by 
the edge of the sword. Taking his book 
as a whole there is enough to convince 
me — though I was loath to believe it at 
first — that Leiss is serious, deadly 
serious, in his proposals. Extreme 
environmentalism, as it first appears to 
motorcyclists, is but a ripple om an 
ocean in whose dark, cold bowels flow 
some of the most primitive currents of 
human thought. 

When motorcyclists — or anybody — 
come in unwilling contact wit 
self-described ‘‘environmentalists’’, 
therefore, their first task should be to 
determine whether the environmentalism 
is simply a talking point for such 
innocent concerns as annoyance with 
bikes, political expediency, and civic 
do-goodism...or whether it is the mask 
of a “True Believer” wallowing in 
primitivish and hungering for power. 

The former calls for intelligent 
discussion and reasonable compromise. 
The latter brooks no compromise and 
all you can do is dig in and fight to 
defend your right to exist.

Back in Part I, I talked a bit about 
tires and the maximum in cornering 
power you could expect from them. I 
purposely left several questions 
unanswered to keep Part I to a 
reasonable length and as an excuse to 
sell Cycle News Part II. It’s not enough 
just to know the maximum potential of 
a tire. How does it approach that 
maximum? How do you measure its 
behaviour? How do acceleration and 
braking affect its performance? What 
happens to a tire under cornering loads? 

Let’s take the last question first. As 
you might expect an air filled rubber 
tire under load distorts. That is, it gets 
bent out of shape. Under a side load due 
to cornering the contact patch gets 
distorted as shown in Fig. 1. This 


happens and is true of any tire whether 
it be on a car or on a motorcycle. The 
_ | car people have actually photographed 

| this by shooting up at the tread from 
the bottom right through a special 
transparent surface the test tire rolls on.

FIG. 1 - The air filled rubber tire under 
cornering load. Be it car or motorcycle 
this picture always holds true. While 
generating a side force the tire distorts 
and the contact patch twists so that the 


the true rolling path. This angle, 
denoted by the Greek letter theta is an 
important measure of tire behaviour. 


Note that not only is the contact 
patch pushed sideways under load, it is 
also twisted out of plane with the rest 
of the tire. This last is bloody important 
so in Fig. 1 I’ve shown the angle the 
twisted patch makes with the rest of the 
tire and labeled it with the Greek letter 
“theta.” This theta angle is called a slip 
angle. and it’s one of the most important 
quantities used to measure tire 
behaviour. 

Why is it called a slip angle? I dunno 
because there’s no slip involved. This 
whole discussion deals with a rolling 
tire, not a skidding one. However this 
theta has a real important significance. 
You see, a rolling tire rolls on its 
contact patch, right? Then if it’s not 
skidding it’s going to roll in the 
| direction that the contact patch is 
pointing, right? So if the tire is distorted 
it will roll along a path determined by 
the contact patch, regardless of which 
way the rest of the tire is pointing. The 
angle between the tire’s true path and 
its rotation plane is--you guessed 
it-theta, the slip angle. It makes the 
vehicle appear to slip sideways even 
when it is not. This is why some cars 
and a very few bikes appear to corner at 
extreme angles of drift when pushed 
near the limit without appreciable 
skidding or loss of traction. 

Now this business of slip angles and 
how they rèlate to cornering force has 
an interesting parallel in the business of 
how an airplane wing generates lift. In 


| flight the wing usually points at an angle 








tire “points” at an angle to the inside of 
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somewhat higher than the actual flight 
path. Aircraft engineers call this the 
angle of attack. As this angle is 
increased lift increases also--up to a 
point. For every wing (see Fig. 2) 
there’s some limiting angle. If the pilot 
raises the nose any higher (increasing 
the angle of attack beyond the limiting 
angle) turbulence develops in the 
airflow over the wing, killing nearly all 
lift. The airplane stalls and in most cases 
drops like a stone until the pilot can 
recover control and regain useable lift 
from the wing. 

This idea of comparing a tire to an 
airplane wing is not new. In fact the 
comparison is so commonly used in 
England that British automotive 
engineers call cornering force “tyre 
lift.” For automobile tires the analogy 
really works. See Figs. 2 and 3. The 
chart is an idealized set of curves for a 
typical auto tire of the late fifties. 
Notice that up to some angle (usually 
12 to 14 degrees) cornering force at a 
given wheel loading increases directly 
with increasing slip angle. Beyond that 
the tire is no longer: in true rolling 
contact. It is scrubbing or skidding and 
all the nice predictable behaviour is off. 
This transition from rolling to skidding 
behaviour is usually accompanied by a 
sharp drop in cornering force. 

With a car the recovery is pretty 
simple and a lot like recovering a stalled 
airplane. The driver steers into the skid. 
What he’s doing is drastically reducing 
the slip angles of his tires to get back 
into the “rolling contact” range. The 
transition back to rolling contact may 
or may not be disastrously sudden. This 
is what separates the Fords from the 
Ferraris and the recapped Super Blimps 
from the Goodyear Blue Streaks. 

The same applies to bikes; only this 
business of suddenness is much more 
critical. Unless the rider knows exactly 
what he’s about he’s either down 
without warning or violently highsides 
while attempting to recover from a-skid. 
For most of us it’s the best of good 
sense to stay well within the rolling 
contact range at least when we’re 
talking about pavement riding. Besides 
it’s within the rolling contact range that 
maximum cornering power can be had. 
The best we can get out of a tire on 
good pavement lies right at that peak in 
the slip angle/force curve before the 
thing lets go. 

Now look at Fig. 4. This chart shows 
curves for two different tires. If you 
know what you're looking at you'll 
stake your life on Tire B, NOT on Tire 
A. That’s because Tire A, even though 
it’s got a slightly higher power peak, lets 
go all at once, without warning. The 
curve goes straight to a peak and then 
BANG--the bottom drops out. 

Tire B, on the other hand, gives you 
some warning. For that last 25 pounds 
or so of cornering force it spends about 
twice the additional slip angle to get it 
(as you can see because the curve 
flattens out near the top). This is a 
difference you can feel as an apparent 
onset of sideslip, even though the tire is 
still in rolling contact. Speaking as a 
motorcyclist, Tire B is easier and safer 
to ride “‘on the limit’ than Tire A, even 
though Tire A theoretically should give 
you more power and more g’s through a 
corner. The man on Tire A is eventually 
going to fall off if he presses too hard 
because he’s gambling that his nerves are 
honed to a finer edge than the tire’s 
breakaway characteristics. They’re not 
and sooner or later the law of averages 
will catch up. 

The man on Tire B doesn’t have to 
rely on luck and bravado to stay on top. 
He can ride consistently nearer the limit 
and still be free to deal with the 
unexpected. Since, on the open road, 
the unexpected can maybe spoil your 
fun for keeps, you can look at Tire B as 
a long term investment in life insurance. 

Now here’s a point I’ve saved because 
it’s a bit of a nasty and it applies to 
motorcycles alone. Everything I’ve said 
up to this point applies in pretty much 
the same way to cars and cycles. Most 
of the curves and illustrations I’ve used 
come from the car world because car 
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FIG. 2 - The tire compared to an airplane wing in flight. In the sense of this figure a 
stalling airfoil and a skidding tire are almost parallel cases.

Beyond that point rolling behaviour ends and sliding or skidding behaviour 
begins. That crazy Greek letter in the upper right hand corner is a “mu ” and is used 
to denote coefficient of friction. What this number tells us is that the tire will 


transmit 9/10 of the load bearing down on it as tractive force (cornering, braking or 
whatever). 


tire people have spent so much more 
money and done so much more indepth 
study of tire behaviour, much of which 
has found its way into print. (NOTE: If 
anybody knows of any SAE or other 
technical papers, American or British, or 
any company or government funded 
studies made strictly on motorcycle 
tires and their cornering characteristics, 
please let me know care of Cycle News. 
I'd like to get access to the data.) Yet 
there’s one thing in the motorcycle 
world that car tire people don’t have to 
worry about. That’s radical camber 
change. 

What's camber? It’s a measure of the 
angle that the wheel is banked away 
from vertical. The car people seldom 
have to cope with more than plus/minus 
five degrees camber change as the 
suspension works over rough pavement. 
They can (for all practical purposes) 
treat the wheel as being near vertical all 
the time and design a flat treadtire that 
will keep its contact patch in flat, stable 
contact with the road most of the time. 

Not so us bikers. Since with a one g 
cornering capability we can figure the 
machine will be called to bank 45 
degrees right or left, we must fit tires 
that will cope with plus/minus 45 
degrees of camber change. This makes 
the cross section of the tire an 
important factor in tire design--and in 
tire selection. 

Let’s hit the obvious first. The flat 
tread automotive type tire is a lousy 
motorcycle tire. When banked more 
than 15 to 20 degrees it wants to lift 90 
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FIG. 4 - Smooth and abrupt breakaway 
characteristics illustrated on the slip 
angle chart.

Which would 
you rather be riding on when you 
encounter unexpected traffic at full 
chat? 





percent of its tread surface off the road 
and/or wrinkle the lowside sidewall. Yet 
owners of Harley Duo-Glides and many 
chopper freaks continue to use these 
tires so the tire companies continue to 
build them. The people who use such 
tires don’t want to corner hard and 
don’t expect to corner hard; it’s not 
their bag. Yet should an emergency 
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force them to lay the machine over and 
grab for ‘some g’s the tires won’t cope. 
Period. 

The standard sporting tire fitted to 
most contemporary bikes has a simple 
near circular cross section and a 
wraparound tread. The idea behind this 
is to present a fairly constant size patch 
and a fairly consistent tread to the road 
at any bank angle the bike is capable of. 
For most people on average cycles of 
moderate horsepower this works just 
fine. Yet there are some weak points. 
People who ride straight up all day, 
people who play Stoplight Grand Prix a 
lot and people who are prone to lock 
the rear wheel during braking all will 
find that excessive wear of the center 
rib will gradually turn their rear tire 
tread into a flat section. Sooner or later 
this will noticeably affect cornering 
power, road feel and stability. Word to 
the wise an’ all that. 

What about the road racing tire? In 
looked they’re 


case you haven't 
triangular in section. Thé idea is to 
provide the least . rolling resistance 


straight up and to present a larger, more 
stable patch to the road as the bike is 
laid over: So why not put road racing 
tires on your street bike? 

First off with the narrow straight up 
contact center rib wear would be even 
worse than usual under normal street 
use. Also very few riders who are not 
pure road racers would feel at home on 
the triangular rubber. There’s a 
transition between straight up and full 
hard cornering, during which the size of 
the contact patch will change radically 
as the machine is laid over. Unless 
you're really a fulltime road racer and 
your nerves are attuned to the feel of 
road racing tires this transition is going 
to feel downright odd, if not a bit 
frightening. Since your normal mode is 
not going to be down to the pegs in 

` every corner the pure road racing tire 
will be of questionable worth anywhere 
except on a.track. 

There’s got to be a compromise 
between the sheer performance of the 
road racing tire and the even wear, even 
feel characteristics of the circular 
section street tire. Such a compromise 
exists in the ‘“‘trigonic” section tires that 
have been developed for the latest 
generation of superbikes. When great 
gobs of power became available at the

twitch of the throttle it became 
imperative to come up with a new kind 
of tire, a tire that would give the extra 
grabbing power under heavy throttle 
while heeled over. 

Why would this be important? And 
what effect does engine thrust (or 
braking thrust for that matter) have on 
the cornering behaviour of a tire? To go 
into that you’ye got to know about 
force resolution diagrams. Don’t panic. 
The basic idea of a force resolution 
diagram as applied to a cornering tire is 
really pretty simple. See figure 5. 

If you have a tire under sideload 
already generating a cornering force “F” 
you can represent this force by drawing 
an arrow on the tire diagram to some 
scale, say one inch per hundred pounds, 
and pointing at right angles to the tire’s 
true rolling path, which is to say in 
direct opposition to centrifugal force of 
cornering. OK, now plot another arrow 
“T” scaled according to the amount of 
engine thrust and pointing in the 
direction of thrust. Now, if from the 
tips of these two arrows, you extend 
two straight lines to form a 
parallelogram (that’s one line parallel to 














“F” and one line parallel to “T”), they 

will intersect at a point PI call “R.” | 
Now draw an arrow from the bases of T 
and F to R. The direction and scale 
measurement of “R” will give you the 
direction and size of the force that is 
the combination of T and F. So if 
you’ve got two forces you can isolate 
and measure easily the force resolution 
diagram allowsyou to add them and get 
their true resultant “R.” So what’s this 
got to do with bikes? 

Let’s look at the superbike problem 
in detail. Take a typical 500 lb. 750cc 
multi and a typical 300 lb. 250cc, 
assuming both have 50/50 weight 
distribution. Then, in the diagram of the 
rear wheel, we draw a dotted circle at 2 
1/2 in. (for 250 Ib.) for the 750 and one 
at 1 1/2 in. (150 Ib.) for the 250. These 
represent the one g limit available if half 
the weight of the bike rests on the rear 
wheel. OK, now we say the rider is 
pulling 0.8 g at a slip angle of 10 degrees 
(a good typical figure) and draw the 
appropriate arrows for “F” in each 
diagram. Next we say that after chaining | 
through the final drive the 250 will | 
throw 50 Ib. thrust when the rider grabs 
a handful of throttle and the 750 will’ 
churn out 150 Ib. to the rear wheel. 

So we perform our little force | 
resolution exercise and we find that for | 
our 250 “R” falls within our dotted 
circle. In real life this means that the | 
bike will hunker down a little further 
and accelerate out of the corner BTTW. 
The astute observer will note a. 
perceptible increase in apparent “drift” 
as the rear tire takes on a larger slip 
angle to grab for the extra thrust. 

On our 750 “R” extends beyond the 
magic circle. If this happened in real life 
the rear end would step out in a big | 
way, resulting in one terrified street 
rider, if not a spectacular crash. If our 
750 is to be ridden to its best advantage 
the rider had better: 

a) Be gentle with the throttle; 

b) Learn to flat track gracefully 
on a 500 pound motorcycle; 

c) Fit a better rear tire. 

Since the manufacturers don’t expect 
their customers to be either gentle or 
graceful all the ‘time and since they 
desire repeat business they forced the 
development of the trigonic tire. It’s a 
complex tire and it’s a good tire. Cafe 
road racers, take note. 

So, gentlemen, choose your weapons. 
Pick a good matched set of tires that fit 
the kind of riding you do. If they’re | 
sized right, maintained right and they 
feel right to you on your machine, 
you'll corner with confidence anywhere 
you ride. If you keep in the back of 
your mind what tires do and how they 
do it, you need never exceed their limits 
by surprise. 

I’m not totally finished with tires but 
I want you to get Parts III and IV under 
your belts before I return to the subject. 
Stay glued.

IRVINE, CAL., Nov. 25, 1972 — 
Considering that Vic Wilson could 
hardly get his equipment around the 
track, it is surprising that the track was 
in the shape it was.

Only a few people in South VietNam 
can afford an automobile, and a 
motorcycle, if one can afford that, is the 
equivalent of the American car. The 
largest motorcycle allowed by the 
Vietnamese government is a 50cc 
machine which will sell at about double 
the California price. The 50cc limit does 
not apply to Americans, who may ride 
anything they please. 

Although no figures are available to 
me, J would venture to say that Honda 
has at least 90% of the market. Sachs, 
Vespa, Lambretta make up the biggest 
part of the remaining 10%, but there are 
also Yamahas, Kawasakis, Bridgestones 
and Suzukis around. 

There is no age limit to ride on the 
street, so many small children ride in 
town. Also there is no limit to the 
number of people that may ride on a 
motorcycle at one time. Five or six ona 
bike at once is not uncommon (See 
photos). 

Usually five or six will consist of 
Ppappa-son, mama-son and three or four 
babysans. (American slang, not the 
Vietnamese language) Three adults is 
quite common, and four is not 
uncommon. The women wear long 
baggy pants, usually black, but even so 
they always ride sidesaddle. The Honda 
scooter (U.S. equivalent to the sedan) is 
often equipped with a small folding seat 
that fastens to the downtube part of the 
scooter body in front of the driver for 
carrying a child, 

The 50cc Honda that looks much 
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like the CB series is the counterpart to 
the American Pony Cars. These are big 
with younger people, but it is still 
common to see the man of the house 
riding one with two kids on the gas tank 
and mamma with two more kids on the 
seat and rear carrier. 

To me, the most unique motorcycle 
happening in VietNam is the “xe loi” 
(pronounced saa loe — almost). The “xe 
loi” is like a rickshaw that fastens to a 
bracket above and at the rear of the 
seat. The bracket itself attaches to the 
frame under the seat and has a pin

above the seat on which the loi pivots. 
The “xe loi” is not known all over 
Vietnam, but it is a major means of 


transportation in the delta. It has been , 


nicknamed cyclo by the American G.I., 
and a ride through downtown Soc Trang 
or Can Tho for the first time can be as 
thrilling as Disneyland. 

The cyclo provides a very practical 
taxi service, and many women depend 
on them everyday to go to market. If 
they are small, with a little cramming 
three or four Americans can squeeze 
into a cyclo, but for the Vietnamese 

















there is no limit. Often the number is so 
great counting is impossible, and ten 
would be a conservative estimate. 

I just couldn’t resist a shot of a cyclo 
with a C.N. stickie. I rented the cyclo 
and driver for about four hours at the 
cost of 1,000 Piaster. (445 P. = $1.00) 
The price of the two models was two 
Cokes. Both the girls and the cyclo 
driver thought I was crazy; as did the 
one hundred or so people that crowded 
around while.I was shooting. 

From almost anyplace in Soc Trang, 
a cyclo ride to the market would cost

from 20 to 50 P. (If you are an 
American, multiply by at least two) So 
you can see at this price the cyclo driver 
doesn’t make too much, and his day is 
from about 6 A.M. to 10 P.M. 

Since it rains here almost everyday 
during the monsoon season, most bikes 
are muddy most of the time. The 
younger guys sometimes have a little of 
the ol’ American custom spirit and keep 
their bikes super clean by washing in the 
local swimming hole. In addition to 
motorcycles, the swimming hole is also 
the wash for cars and trucks.

comers of your soul where you store 
your most debilitating phobias. There 
were some real doozies in there.

RANDSBURG, CAL., Dec. 3, 1972 — 
Ten thousands years sounds like a long 
time to us. It is the length of time that 
we. humans have had something we 
could call civilization. We have done 
many things in those 10,000 years, but 
in a curiously repetitive fashion. We 
wage cruel wars; destroy cities; then 
rebuild bigger — and sometimes better — 
on the ruins. Whatever rational hope 
thinking men have for our civilization 
comes from our “sense of history.’” We 
are able to look past the agony of a 
newsman jailed for exercising his 
constitutional rights, the rights that our 
civilization granted him, to another time 
and say, mostly with irony, but with a 
little bit of hope, “Well, at least we 
don’t bum people at the stake for 
practicing witchcraft anymore.” 

Senseless violence is, by definition, 
unpredictable and, when we are lucky 
enough to catch the violator, there is 
nothing reasonable or civilized to be 
done with him. We go from humanism 
to frustration, hopeless 
fist-slamming-against-the-wall, endless 
frustration. And when we can stand no 
more, we are left with our primeval 
feelings: the urge to kill. 

Those feelings were very much in 
evidence at the Last Chance Enduro. 
The Last Chance Enduro is not one of 
the world’s greatest sporting events. It is 


j 





hosted by a small club, only 13 or 14 
active members, and they have, through 
the years, put on some pretty scratchy 
events. Last year, in some kind of 
“Can-you-top-this” action, they put on 
the enduro through unending rock fields 
and over impossible hills until all but a 
handful of riders were forced into 
retirement. 

They had put on_ Southern 
California’s toughest enduro and almost 
put themselves out of business at the 
same time. If they had hosted another 
enduro a month later, they’d have had 
more checkers than entrants. But time 
heals wounds and clubs learn from 
experience. 

This year they promised a reasonable 
event and 450 riders showed up. The 
club kept its promise. They laid out a 
beautiful run, mixing difficult but not 
impossible riding with scenic views, fast 
smooth enjoyable trail, and surprising 
checks. 

To those who know something about 
enduros, it was obvious that a lot of 
very hard work had gone into the run, 
You’d ride in rock for awhile and just 
about the time it was getting to be a 
drag, there’d be a change, a fairly 
smooth sandwash, or a fast mining road. 
You'd peek over a ridge and it would 
look like the world had gone away, like 
you were looking out the bomb bay 
doors of an airplane. You'd think, 
“Here’s where we all get killed.” but 
there would be a reasonable trail down. 

You’d sant uphill into the 
murderous early morning sun and 
realize that, if there were a slight 
miscalculation, you and the 300 riders 
behind you would be spending a good 
part of the rest of the day trying to slug 
your blinded way up the hill. But there 
was no miscalculation. The hill would 
be ridable. 

The desert itself seemed to be 
cooperating with the CEA. The weather 
was cool and the sand was firm. There 
was very little dust and lots of traction. 
By the moon check everyone was 
enthusiastically praising the club for one 
of the most enjoyable events of the 
year. The club members were beaming 
and saying, “If you thought this was a 
good loop, wait until you ride the 
second one!” 

But most riders never got a chance to 
ride the second loop, or at least they 
never got to ride the most interesting 
part of it. Someone managed to change 
a few markers and retie a fairly sizable 
amount of ribbon in such a way as to 
short circuit the course, cutting off 
about 12 miles of it. The riders 
_suddenly found themselves back at the 
start while their route sheets showed 
they still had twelve miles to go. There 
was little to do. They had been on the 
ribbon all the way and had no idea what 
went wrong. 

Some, seeing they were back at

camp, waited the 54 minutes or so and 
then rode into the last check; some rode 
right on in, thinking that maybe the 
course went right through the camp and 
out the other side. Some realized 
something had gone wrong, but 
helplessly rode in and accepted it. 

Somewhere, about rider No. 50, the 
club member manning the check that 
had been short circuited realized 
something was wrong and came down 
and fixed it, but it was too late. The 
efforts of the club and the 450 riders 
had gone down the drain. It was 
infuriating. 

Madness is often accompanied by 
brilliance, and this was a textbook case. 
The run is in chaos. Even luck was on 
the side of the mad. The tiebreaker 
check was the one that was on the short 
circuited loop. How a winner will be 
determined, no one can even hazard a 
guess. Everyone realized what had 
happened, and no one was blaming the 
club. Protests were filed, but with an air 
of apology. Even Bob Steffan, who is 
not known for taking an easy going 
attitude with clubs who foul up, had 
nothing but condolences for CERA. “I 
know how it is,” he said simply. 

Someday, a club member who has 
spent many weekends añd much work 
laying out a-good run.is going to catch 
somebody changing markers or retying 
ribbon. 

When it happens, I suspect some 
misguided: lunatic preservationist, or 
some practical joker whose idea of'fun 
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has exceeded the bounds of what people 
will aceept, is going to find himself at 
the bottom of one of the desert’s 
countless abandoned mine shafts, or 
buried behind a remote ridge, a 
permanent monument to man’s inability 
to cope with the frustration of madness 
in his own species. 

It was a good run. Unfortunately, 
there are no results.
